It is the general opinion around the 
capital that this procedure must be 
taken owing to the certainty of 
strenuous opposition to the whole 
lan of readjustment.

FAT JOBS IN PERIL 


If the plan proposed by the Tax-

TO QUIT THRONE 


Grand Duchess of Luxemburg 
Willing to Abdicate. 


Declares She will Abide by 
Decisions of People. 


Appeals for Unity Till Fate of 
Country is Decided. 
(BY ATUANTIO AND A PF.) 

LONDON, Jan. 13.—The Luxem- 
burg government has issued a proc- 
lamation appealing to the people 
against the movement for the estab- 
lishment of a republic. 

Grand Duchés Marie has de- 
clared her readiness to abdicate if 
her retention of the throne would 
be an obstacle to the government's 
decision to seek an economic alll- 
ance with the Entente Powers, espe- 
cially France and Belgium. 


The text of the proclamation, 
which was issued on Friday, fuol- 
lows: 


“Fellow citizens: 

“A revolutionary movement aim- 
ing at the proclamation of a repub- 
lic and the downfall of the dynasty 
was set afoot yesterday tn the capital, 
Disorders which are the inevitabie 
consequences of this unhealthy ag!- 
tation are seriously compromising 
the national honor and the Independ- 


‘lence of the Grand Duchy at the 


most critical hour of its history. 
The government, therefere, appeals 
to all citiséns who desire to safe- 
guard these precious possessions to 
help te the utmost In the mainte- 
nance of law and crder. This is more 
important because the country is 
about to make decisions of the high- 
est importance which will largely af- 
fect its future and economic pros- 
perity. 

“The government has decided to 
seek an economical alliance with the 
Entente Powers, especially France 
and Belgium. Necessary negotiations 
will be gun shortly. Recent events 
having established the fact that the 
presence of @ sovereign might, un- 
der certain circumstances, prove an 
obatecie to the negotiations, the 
Grand Duchess, zealous of her coun- 
uwy's interests, has declared her 
readiness to renounce the throre, and 
instructed the government to consid- 
er measures to guarantee the inde- 
pendence of the country and the 
preservation of the dynasty. 

“The government will cet tn im- 
mediate touch with the Chamber of 
Deputies with a view t discharging 
ite duties. It is convinced that the 
preservation of the dynasty constl- 
tutes at the present moment @ nec- 
essary guarantee of national au- 
tonomy and that it does not repre- 
rent any obstacle to the realization 
of the desired econemic unicn. 

“Highest interests of state demand 
that we shevld not plunge the coun- 
try into the @radly throes of an- 
archy. This & also the desire of a 
vast majority of our felow-citizens. 
Any decision rei@tive to the dynastic 
questions and all questions affecting 
the fate of the country must be re- 
served until! the will of the people 
of Luxemburg is freely 
throvgh legal channels. 

“We urgentivy bee our fellow-citi- 
zens to be united on a basis of na- 
tional agreement so as to cive the 
country @ignity In the eves of the 
great friendly powere and rertore It 
te the peace and calm which ft #o 
greatly needs.” 

The proclamation was sicned by 
Emile Reuter, Premier, and four 
other ministers.

The amendment I now move provides 
that this area shall be. when cre- 
ated into @ park, designated in honor 
of our late and beloved President, 
the Roosevelt National] Park. I have 
consulted the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior, Franklin K. Lane, Stephen Ma 
ther, superintendent of the na- 
tional park, and Representative Els- 
ton of California. who are all of one 
mind on this subject-—that no more

Even last night while the 
streets were full of the government 
forces and machine guns, the Spar- 
tacides and their women were no- 
ticed everywhere, the latter some- 
times daring to flourish hand gre- 
mnades or revolvers in the faces of 
the astonished pedestrians threaten- 
ing terror and murder. They no 
longer parade in the middle of the 
streets, but keep to the sidewalks, 
and they are still endangering the 
city’s peace.

There were vicious attacks vester- 
day on soldiers doing duty at street 
corners by civillans and men wear- 
ing uniforms who would suddenly 
throw grenades at the rcovernment 
patrols and then disappear amcng 
the crowds.

PIONEER WOMAN DIES. 


Theresa Vejar was Daughter 
of Recipient of Grant from 
Spanish King. 


Mrs. Theresa Palomares Vejar, | 
aged 81, a ploneer of the Pomona 
Valley, died yesterday of pneumonia 
at the family home north of Po- 
mona. She was the youngest daugh- 
ter of Ignacio Palomares, one of 
three Spaniards who settied in Cali- 
fornia in the early days, receiving 
large land grants direct from the 
King of Spain.

York I found at my hotel a letter 
from Theodore Roosevelt inviting 
me to call on him at Oyster Bay. 
The journey down Long Island to

two hours and it was 6 o'clock, the 
hour designated, when | arrived at 
the Roosevelt home. 

I was shown into the great trophy 
room where Col. Roosevelt received 
his visitors. 

In about ten minutes Mr. Roose- 
velt came down the steps from the 
hall that leads to the reception room 
and at the same time I saw a white- 
clad nurse carrying a little baby in 
her arms, ascend the staircase lead. 
ing to the chambers above. 

Mr, Roosevelt greeted me in his 
characteristic fashion and I thought 
that he looked the picture of health 
and energy. 

His first words were, “I must con- 
fess that I tarried a little bit be- 
canse I was playing with Archie's 
baby.” } 

Then we talked of many things in 
the pleasant hour that followed, 

Firet he spoke of the wounds of 
his two sons, who he said he feared 
might be crippled for life. Then, 
when he spoke with tenderness of 
Quentin's death, I ventured to ex- 
press my deep appreciation of his 
recent article in the Metropolitan 
Magazine entitled “The Great Ad- 
venture” and how much it meant to 
mothers who had lost sons in the 
war; also of an article in the Out- 
look which told of the words of 
Quentin a little while before his 
death in which he said that it was 
fufely the duty of the sons to make 
good their fathers’ teaching. 

Mr. Roosevelt’s voice broke as he 
said, “That broke me all up. I 
feared that my strenuous patriotism 
had beeh the cause of the sacrifice 
of my sons; but as for Mrs. Roose 
velt and me, we felt that it was a 
privilege to have sons to give in 
such a cause.”
